the company said the 
emission had been 
caused by a malfune- 
tion of machinery, and 
human error. 

Mr. Scully placed Car- 
bon Black on a 12 
months’ good behavior 
bond, ordered the com- 
pany to pay $1765.60 
costs and an additional 
$500 to the court poor 
box, 

A resident of Bunting 
Court, Mrs. Jean Whit- 
ten, who gave evidence 
on Friday, told The Star- 
Advertiser she couldn't 
really say we're happy 
with the result, but at 
least something has been 
done”. 

She said people living 
around the factory “often 
get this fall-out”.

Two young men had their working holiday around Australia 
broken when they were sentenced at Footscray Court last 
Thursday to nine months’ imprisonment. 

‘ The court was told the men — neither had a police record —— 


planned to break into an Altona service station in a search for money 
because they had not eaten for about 36 hours. 


They had been in Mel- 
bourne only about 14 
hours when they were ar- 

rested in Williamstown 
and had arranged work 
interviews, their counsel 
Mr. M. A. Hammet, said. 


Charged with _poss- 
ession of housebreaking 
implements and at- 
tempted burglary were 
Phillip Jenfield 24, and 
Douglas Cox, 20, both of, 
Perth, Western Australia, 


Mr. W. Guy, SM, sen- 
tenced each to six- 
months’ imprisonment on 
the housebreaking .in- 
struments’ charge and 
three months on the at- 
tempted burglary charge. 
In reply to Mr. Ham- 
met, he said* the 
sentences were accumu- 
jJative, not concurrent. 

Jenfield and Cox, 
who appeared in custody, 
pleaded guilty through 
Mr, Hammet. 

Sergeant Brian Hin- 
ton, of Footscray police, 
said he and other police 
went to the scene of an 
attempted breaking at a 
sérvice’ station in Millers 
Road, Altona about 1.30 
a.m. on October 29.
